C. A. by Mrs. M. V. Weir of the 
Consumers’ Council. Mrs. E. J.

Recalls Hoarding. 

Prof. Cassels, Rhodes scholar, 
member of the Harvard economics 
faculty until in 1937 he bécame 
head of the institute endowed by 
the Alfred P. Sloan Foundation— 
which, one observer has comment- 
ed, made Columbia the nation’s 
“unofficial capital of consumer 
education”—cited the scramble to 
lay in food stocks which fooled 
housewives and merchants alike in 
the first weeks of the war. 

That stampede, he said, was an 
example of a speculative, “self- 
perpetuating” rise initiated by con- 
sumers’ inaccurate recollection of 
the sequence of events in 1914-18 
and fed by the idea that if others 
were buying and prices rising, 
prices were going still higher. 

It was more often seen on the 
stock market but typical of the 
general rise with lower values in 
case of inflation and “not to the 
interest of consumers or the pub- 
lie or business itself,” de said. 
“Business is beginning to be con- 
cerned about it, and the more in- 
telligent business leaders urge that 
action be taken to balance this 
sort of speculation.” 

Some Elements Present Now. 
Not only the historic precedent 
from 1812, 1861 and the World War 
indicates a probable rise in this 
war, he said, but some elements 
present in the market now. He 
listed the swing to defense in Gov- 
ernment finance and to war goods 
in production, the shutting off of 
imports and payment for exports 
‘in gold, “of no immediate - benefit 
to the consumer,” and securities, 
“claims to wealth and not consum- 
able goods.” On the other side of 
the scales, he pointed out, remain 
great reserves in idle plants and 
idle labor, with about 9,000,000 yet 
unemployed. 

So far, he said, food prices had 
fallen after a 17 per cent rise in 
the “consumers’ scramble” and then 
frisen again in late December for a 
net of 8.9 per cent on the 1926 
f 


scale; hides and products rose 12.4 
per cent; metal and products, 2.9; 
textiles, 15.4, and house furnish- 
ings, 3.4. For comparison exports 
increased 18 per cent in value, 
partly through higher prices, as 
checked by 1938. Aluminum ex- 
ports rose 1670 per cent. Sugar ex- 
ports were: up 600 per cent in Oc- 
tober; lubricating oil 50 per cent; 
cotton 100 per cent partly in trade 
for British rubber and with a huge 
surplus remaining; wheat exports 
declined with the world supply at 
a record high. 

“Some beneficial effects have 
been felt,” he commented. “An es- 
timated 1,250,000 workers have been 
re-employed, efficiency of produc- 
tion is higher than in 1929 and 
there are signs of general business 
improvement. Whether it will last, 
whether we will be better off when 
it is over is in very great doubt 
unless the increase in production 
and prices be kept carefully under 
control.”

How McClellan 
hastened to Washington with 
Spoehrer, to let him tell it to the 
SEC, and how, on his return, 
Spoehrer was promptly asked to re- 
sign, has been told. Egan and 
Boehm, as is known, suddenly de- 
cided to get out of their $18,000 
“jobs.” 


There now, as told in yesterday’s 
Post-Dispatch, is information in 
possession of the SEC which its 
officers would not hesitate to turn 
over to the State grand juries in 
Missouri for inquiry into violation 
of State laws by the Union Electric. 
It was said here yesterday that, 
when Spoehrer’s statement is made 
public, it will bring an even great- 
er shock to some public officials 
and politicians in Missouri than it 
did to SEC officials and to the pres- 
ent management of Union Electric. 


Way Out for Minor Employes. 

Assurances from two sources 
have been given for the protection 
of subordinate executives and em- 
ployes of Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri, who may be called on to tes- 
tify in the expanded investigation 
of the company now being conduct- 
ed by the SEC. ä 

The SEC, it was learned by the 
Post-Dispatch, will inform such 
witnesses that if they claim per- 
sonal privilege against incriminat- 
ing themselves they will then be 
immune under the Holding Com- 
pany Act from Federal prosecution 
on any charges except perjury. Fur- 
thermore, any such minor execu- 
tives or employes who may have 
testified faisely heretofore and 
against whom perjury charges have 
been contemplated will be permit- 
ted, if they wish, to correct their 
earlier testimony and thereby save 
themselves from prosecution on 
perjury charges. The statutes un- 
der which the SEC operates require 
that agency ultimately to refer to 
the appropriate United States attor- 
ney any evidence it has uncovered 
ot violation of a Federal criminai 
‘Statute including that of perjury. 

On the other hand, the company 
management has given assurances 
that such executives and employes 
will not be discharged for any truth- 
ful testimony they may give, no 
matter how it may involve the com- 
pany. In fact, failure to testify 
fully, and truthfully, will lead to 
severe disciplinary action, it was 
learned. 

This, however, does not apply to 
major executives, which is the ex- 
planation of the dismissal of Spoeh- 
rer, after he voluntarily gave im- 
portant testimony to the commis- 
sion last week. The conduct which 
he admitted he had engaged in was 
considered of too grave a nature 
for him to remain in a major posi- 
tion with the company.

Assessments in Other Years. 


Tax assessments of the Union 
Electric in former years, and the 
practices of its former manage- 
ment in connection with tax mat- 
ters, suddenly have become an im- 
portant factor in the SEC investi- 
gation of the company’s political 
and lobbying activities in Missouri. 

Assessments of the Union Elec- 
tric by the State for several years 
were approximately 330,000,000, 
until 1939, when the two State 
boards, the Tax Commission and 
the Board of Equalization, took 
turns at hiking the valuation. This 
assessment in general covers the 
operating plant of a public utility. 
It does not include items of public 
utility property, such as real és- 
tate, buildings, materials and sup- 
plies, and certain other property, 
which are valued for taxation by 
local assessors. 

Chairman Evans and Mitchell 
said the commission arrived at its 
figure, using the 1938 tax valua- 
tion of $30,307,329 as a base, by 
giving effect to new property added 
by the company, some upward re- 
vision of unit prices used in valu- 
ing the physical property, and by 
adding 10 per cent of the value of 
the physical property, as the going 
concern or franchise value of the 
company. 

10 Pct. as Franchise Value. 

New property accounted for 
about $1,800,000 and an upward re- 
vision of unit prices for the balance 
of a total of $2,725,664 which was 
added to the physical value to 
make it $33,032,993. To this was 
added 10 per cent for going con- 
cern or franchise value, or $3,303,- 
299, it was said to make the Tax 
Commission recommendation of 
$36,336,292, 

The estimate of the franchise 
value was based on the operating 
profits of the company, it was 
said. Evans said this was the 
first time the Tax Commission had 
included franchise value in its rec- 
ommendations to the Board of 
Equalization, which fixes the final 
assessment. 

At the same time the Union Elec- 
tric valuation was increased, the 
Board of Equalization approved 
Tax Commission recommendations 
increasing assessments of several 
other major electric companies, in- 
cluding franchise items varying 
from 2 to 10 per cent. Among 
the increases were the Laclede 
Power and Light Co. of St. Louis, 
from $5,249,970 to 35,962,617; Kan- 
sas City Power and Light Co., 
from $23,481,294 to $27,879,746. and 
the Missouri Power and Light Co., 
from $6,178,380 to 36,803 609. 

Mitchell, who has been a mem- 
ber of the commission for several 
years, said franchise value had not 
been included in utility asséss- 
ments until four years ago, when 
the Board of Equalization, on its 
own initiative, added 10 per, cent 
for going concern value to the 
commission’s recommendations for 
electric, telephone and pipeline 
companies, but a short time later 
rescinded this action as to the elec- 
tric companies. It was allowed to 
stand as to telephone and pipeline 
companies. 

Ordered, Then Rescinded in 38. 

The 1935 journal of the Board of 
Equalization shows that the board, 
without a record vote, ordered a 
10 per cent increase in the commis- 
sion recommendations of assess- 
ments of telephone, pipe line and 
electric companies, on Oct. 2, 1935, 
No explanation was noted in the 
journal, 

The journal shows that Nov. 2, 
1935, the 10 per cent increase was 
rescinded as to electric companies, 
The vote was four to one. Attor- 
ney-General McKittrick, Secretary 
of State Dwight H. Brown, State 
Auditor Forrest Smith and former 
State Treasurer R. R. Nacy voted 
for the motion to rescind. Former 
Gov. Guy B. Park votes against it. 

Sec. 10,009 of the Missouri law 
provides that franchises of utilities 
shall be assessed for taxation “at 
the same time and in the same 
manner as other property of such 
corporations is now or may here- 
after be required to be assessed.”

Company's Figures for 88. 

For 1936 the company reported its 
income as $22,071,668 and its oper- 
ating expenses and other deductions 
as $20,725,308, leaving a taxable in- 
come of $1,346,359, on which it 
paid a tax of $26,927, at the 2 per 
cent corporate rate. It reported 33. 
760,078 received as dividends from 
the subsidiaries, but did not include 
this as taxable income. The ad- 
ditional tax bill, on the dividends, 
is $75,201. 
The suit for this year says the 
dividends were paid on capital em- 
ployed outside Missouri and that 
the subsidiaries were not then en- 
gaged in business in Missouri. 
Hence it argues that the parent 
company is not liable for Missouri 
income taxes on the dividends. The 
same assertions are made in the 
other two suits, for the other years, 
with the exception that one subsidi- 
ary did Missouri business in 1938, 
but Union Electric says that con- 
cern paid the Missouri income tax 
itself. 

Income in 1937 was reported as 
$23,613,683, but deductions were 325. 
851,559, so that the company claimed 
a loss, for income tax purposes, 
of $2,237,876. Dividends from sub- 
sidiaries were $3,526,067. Subtract- 
ing from this sum the reported loss, 
the State levied a $25,781 tax on 
the difference of $1,289,091. 

$69,000 Claimed for 1938. 

For 1938, income was $23,116,756 
and deductions $21,915,256, making 
the tax paid $24,030 on the taxable 
income of ‘$1,201,500. Dividends 
from the subsidiaries were 383,463. 
846, on which the State claimed 
$69,276 additional tax. 

The company included in its re- 
ports $438,982 received as taxable 
income in 1937 in interest on bonds 
of a subsidiary, the Union Electric 
Co. of Illinois, and $825,000 the 
next year from the same source. 
It says in the suits that this sub- 
sidiary did no Missouri business 
and the bonds had no relation to 
Missouri property and that. there- 
fore, these items should be exclud- 
ed in the redetermination of taxes. 
The listing in the reports was er- 
roneous, it asserts.

This is the unmistakable intent of statements 
given out by members of the SHC after the startling 
confession of Hermann Spoehrer, until last Tuesday 
secretary of Union Biectric. Spoehrer told, among 
other things, of a slush fund of more than $60,000 
which Union Electric accumulated under the Bgan- 
Boehm-Laun management by the diversion of insur- 
ance rebates. The slush fund had other sources of 
income, such as rebates from political lawyers, 
so that the total must for the moment be left to 
speculation. 

Unless all signs fail, it paves the way also for 
the gathering of other information which will call 
for the State prosecution of some highly placed per- 
sons. It is known that the Federal investigation 
points clearly to the conclusion that not the electric 
utilities alone but the brewery, insurance and small 
loan interests, as well, have resorted to the use of 
money to influence the Legislature. 

When the investigation has been completed, it 
should give a number of the Prosecutors and Cir- 
cuit Attorneys of Missouri the opportunity to dis- 
tinguish themselves as enforcers of the Corrupt 
Practices Act and other laws designed to protect 
government from manipulation by special interests. 

Another fertile field for investigation is the means 
used by the Union Electric and possibly other 
utilities to lighten their tax payments. In various 
counties, the impression prevails that the utilities 
are not bearing their fair share of the tax burden. 
It is vital to learn the connection between this and 
the use of the huge amount of money which Union 
Electric spent without any accounting. 

There are things in the record of the State Tax 
Commission and the State Board of Equalization 
which will also bear review. Until last year, the 
State’s tax assessment of the property of Union 
Electric had never exceeded $30,600,000. But last 
year, with the political fixers ousted from Union 
Electric, the assessment jumped to $39,170,000. 

The Tax Commission and the Board of Equaliza- 
tion co-operated in raising the assessment nearly 
$9,000,000, or 29 per cent. An apparently reason- 
able explanation is “given, but the question arises 
as to why the action, if it was justifiable, was not 
taken before. Both the Board of Equalization and 
the Tax Commission have almost the same per- 
sonnel they have had for several years. 

Four years ago, there was some unusual maneuver-

THE AMAZING BRICKEY ACQUITTAL. ea 
Norville W. Brickey, former president of the Citi-| 
zens’ Bank of Festus, has been freed, by a directed | 
verdict in Federal Court, of charges in connection 
with the $112,000 shortage discovered in his de- 
pository’s affairs. At the same time, Charles E. 
Porter, vice-president of the bank, has pleaded guilty 
and will be sentenced to prison in two weeks. 
Porter testified under oath that he had been 
Brickey’s tool in a long series of manipulations. 

This is an amazing state of affairs. If it is allowed 
to stand, if fu ‘efforts to prosecute Brickey are 
dropped, a shocking injustice will have occurred. 

On the evidence presented by the Government, it 
is clear that District Judge Davis could not rule 
otherwise than he did. But was the Government’s 
case the strongest that could have been presented? 
Obviously not. In a case involving total shortages of 
$112,000, the United States Attorney’s office charged 
only embezzlement of two dubious items, concerning 
road funds rather than bank funds, totaling $1300. 

Porter, testifying against Brickey, bared his breast 
and told a sordid story of covering up the juggling) * 
of accounts for 12 years so that his superior would 
not be found out. He reported a $5000 offer to 
“take the rap” for the shortage. Government bank 
examiners had detected large shortages some four 
years ago. Despite all this, Brickey goes free and 
Porter is headed for prison. 

Brickey in his heyday was the leading citizen of 
Festus, a power in local and State politics, At one 
time, he held five public positions. When his doings 
were exposed, the false front of respectability fell 
away, and a long series of criminal charges was 
brought against him. On one of these, embezzlement 
of $2953 from the Festus school district, he was con- 
victed last month at Mexico and sentenced to two 
years in prison. But, astonishingly enough, the Fed- 
eral Government was unable to convict him. 

It is up to the United States Attorney’s office to do 
some digging and build a convincing case against 
Brickey. (Mr. Blanton was out of the city this 
week, when the case was tried.) The Government’s 
prestige is at stake, as well as the principle of 
even-handed justice.

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ANOTHER SCANDAL FOR THE TAXPAYER. 

Missouri’s taxpayers are confronted with another 
major scandal, now that a Kansas City Federal 
grand jury has indicted nine men in connection with 
the State’s $17,000,000 eleemosynary and penal insti- 
tutions building program. 

Eight of the nine are charged with defrauding or 
attempting to defraud the United States. The ninth 
is charged with perjury. Behind these indictments, 
according to the grand jury, lies a sordid story of 
the misuse of PWA and WPA funds, as well as 
moneys raised by a State bond issue. 

Details of the story include the creation of a 
phony corporation, efforts to force architects to 
specify the use of an exclusive material, favoritism 
to politically influential builders, involvement of the 
bi-partisan advisory board on the program, possible 
sabotage of the power plant at the new State prison 
in favor of a privately owned utility and, as could be 
expected, the sinister shadow of Pendergastism. 

The extraordinary delays in the completion of the 
new penitentiary at Jefferson City are not a new 
story. They were pointed out by the Post-Dispatch 
last summer. At that time, it was shown that the 
State had a $10,000,000 stake in this program, as 
against the $7,000,000 allocated to it by Washington. 

The rest of the story is not new, either. State 
authorities, including the Attorney-General, con- 
ferred, discussed and debated, but it remained for 
the Federal Government to initiate a prosecution. 
Sometimes one wonders how long it will be before 
the sovereign State of Missouri leaves even the 
prosecution of traffic-law violators to Uncle Sam. 
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A FIRST-RATE APPOINTMENT. 

One of the best things about the Roosevelt admin- 
istration has been its disposition to put good men 
in executive posts. A current instance is the ap- 
pointment of Harry Slattery, former Under-secretary 
of the Interior, to be head of the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration. 

When many of the New Dealers were boys in knee 
pants, Harry Slattery was already fighting for the 
interests of the common people. He was with The- 
odore Roosevelt and Gifford Pinchot in that historic 
battle with the lumber interests, soon after the tusn 
of the century. He was on the side of exposure and 
public enlightenment in the Ballinger scandal in 
Taft’s administration, He provided Woodrow WII 
son with information on the infestation of lobbyists,

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE spotlight of searching publicity has 
Tr been focused on St. Louis, city of 

smoke palls, city of polluted politics, city 
of slums, of hungry poor, of civic decay. 
Those of us who know these things to be 
true, and rejoice that great newspapers, 
civic organizations and thoroughly aroused 
individuals are rolling up their sleeves to 
do something about it, hope that the 500 
square miles of county around the metro- 
politan hub will come in for its enlighten- 
ment, too, for the tragic fact is growing 
more and more evident that St. Louis 
County is truly a No Man’s Land. 

The taxable wealth of St. Louis County is 
among the largest of the State’s counties. 
Its great area is dotted with valuable home 
districts. It has a Chamber of Commerce, 
a Medical Society, a Bar Association, a 
Citizens’ Committee. Churches have built 
great edifices to the glory of religion. The 


schools in the most privileged districts 
are as good as any in the State. 

If we took a map of the county and col- 
ored these high spots of advantage with 
bright blue, then took a brush to color in 
red the areas in just the opposite position 
of affluence, we would have a picture in 
scarlet, with small daubs of blue like polka- 
dots of sky in a sea of blood. No one in so- 
cial work, in medical welfare, or any hu- 
manitarian individual would feel anything 
but horror that such a picture could exist 
as in this No Man’s Land, where there is 
wealth for the few and pitiful poverty for 
the many—citizens all of the same com- 
unity. 

St. Louis County is rich in taxable wealth, 
many of our citizens are college-bred and 
academically prepared to take their civic 
responsibility. A great many residents who 
profit from the community should be willing 
to aid it in being respectable and sustain- 
ing. Agreeing to these basic facts, let us 
look upon our actual rating as a community. 

With a population of 350,000 people, we 
have one tax-supported institution, with 250 
beds, for the care of indigent sick. 

There is no St. Louis County institution 
for the care of tuberculosis patients. 

There is no place in St. Louis County for 
the care of incurables. 

There is no place in St. Louis County for 
the care of the aged indigent, 

There is no place in St. Louis County for 
the insane poor. 

Our courthouse, our jails, our detention 
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in large measure, an even more important supply 
source, as well as its best market. 

Our State Department, basing its action not 80 
much on sympathy for China as on our own treaty 
rights, has refused to be mollified by the opening 
of the lower Yangtze to third-Power trade. 

On top of all this, we are talking of increasing our 
naval power in the Pacific, strength that the Jap- 
anese feel compelled to match, if they can, ship for 
ship and man for man. 

So, all in all, it is easy to credit reports from 
Tokyo that Gen. Abe’s Cabinet will resign tomorrow. 
It is easy, too, to second the opinion of Prof. Quincy | 
Wright, University of Chicago internationalist, that 
the Land of the Chrysanthemum is at last looking 
for a way out. But, being in so deep, Gen. Abe's suc- 
cessors will have to bring more to the task than 
Nippon’s usual bland inscrutability. That does not 
go with a pinching shoe. 

THE WOMAN JUROR’S PRICE. 

A story comes out of Chicago about two woman 
jurors who confessedly yielded to temptation. The 
defendants at the bar were charged with conspiring 
to violate the election laws. The women voted for 
acquittal. One of them got $50, the other $100 and a 
carton of cigarettes.

Valley Park, best-known sinkhole of pov- 
erty and crime, is only one of many districts 
for which help has been sorely needed but 
withheld. The schools there are unable to 
cope with the attendance problems, Fami- 
lies in such communities have children long 
past the school age who have never been 
enrolled, for reason of poverty. 

No, we have no smoke problem in St. 
Louis County, except when a pall blows 
down upon us from the city on the worst 
days of the density, but we have the black 
cloud of indifference to conditions known, 
by all who think, to be remediaple. There is 
work to do for all organizations in per- 
forming the functions to which they are 
pledged, to give their community better 
medical service, better politics, better social 
service and better religious support. 

It will take concentrated effort from all 
these and the additional support of indi- 
viduals who must learn to vote rfght, think 
right and share their knowledge with others. 
St. Louis County is at present a No Man’s 
Land, where the city ends and the country 
has not yet begun. 

Let us forget the war maps for a part 
of our day and imagine a colored pin 
placed on the spot, that high, bleak hill 
where live the cases who must die of 
tuberculosis in the midst of a family whose 
already depleted bodies will snatch up the 
germs. A colored pin might mark each 
of the many despairing aged who need com- 
fort and care in their declining years. Other 
pins might mark each of the tragic spots 
where families are saddled with a helpless 
invalid who can never be anything but a 
nightmare care in a .crowded, half-starved 
household.

Contents of Affidavit. 

The affidavit alleged that Martin,

“During the conversation on this 
occasion,” the affidavit declared, 
„Martin told me, in Bennett’s pres- 
ence that when he intended 
to resign Ford and Bennett sent 
for him.

The Concerto in D Major for 
Violoncello and Orchestra, general- 
ly known as the Haydn concerto 
but attributed also to Haydn's 
friend and pupil, Anton Kraft, was 
the medium through which Mme. 
Raya Garbousova renewed her ac- 
quaintance with the 8t. Louis 
musical public yesterday afternoon 
at the Municipal Auditorium. It 
was the high point of a program 
presented by Viadimir Golschmann 
and the St. Louis orchestra, which 


also offered the Brahms Symphony 


in D Major, “Till Eulenspiegel’s 
Merry Pranks” and the tone poem, 
“Sea Drift“ by John Alden Car- 
penter, the American composer. 
The whole character of this con- 
certo is centered in the solo part, 
orchestration, even with 
the added wind band, is a fairly 
simple arrangement for filling in 
the gaps while the cello is resting 
and providing a pleasing harmonic 
support while it is playing. This 
character is also simple but its 
simplicity is of the sort that is 
achieved through maturity and 
therefore has to be expressed with 
poise and refinement as well as a 
consistent grace. 
Artistic Performance. 

Mme. Garbousova’s performance 
had all of this with the resultant 
effect of being as beautiful in form 
as in expression. The two, in fact, 
were indivisible and the listener 
had that rare experience of listen- 
ing to music whose sense and direc- 
tion seemed foreordained. Even the 
sheerly decorative “adenzas seemed 
to be wholly logical proliferations 
of the line from which they sprang. 
And if the adagio was a little more 
searching and a little more evoca- 
tive of emotion than the other two 
movements, it was merely because 
the stream of melody deepened a 
little at this' point and not because 
the soloist called on any. of her 
reserves of eloquence, 

In short it was a performance— 
including the orchestral accompani- 
ment — which seemed perfectly 
scaled and articulated with no 
visible effort. 5 

“Sea Drift“ Toe Long. 

Mr. Golschmann started the aft- 
ernoon’s proceedings with a well- 
played performance of Mr. Carpen- 
ter’s “Sea Drift,” a piece which had 
a pleasant, reminiscent beauty but 
was a little too long for music that 
was dealing with moods rather than 
with the development of an idea 
through an active, expository line 
and structural variety. It was evi- 
dent, however, that Mr. Carpenter 
is an artist of sensibility and taste 
and that he understands the uses 
of the orchestra. 

The Brahms symphony, in gener- 
al, sounded like a tentative first 
rehearsal instead of a finished per- 
formance. The string quality was 
dull, the several choirs refused to 
‘coalesce, the rhythmic propulsion 
was weak and a number of internal 
stresses were notable for their ab- 
sence. The orchestra rallied be- 
tween halves, however, and after 
doing appropriate justice to the 
‘cello accompaniment plunged into 
the “Till Eulenspiegel” with a re- 
vived energy and cohesion. It was 
a highly dramatic performance.

Hitz, born in Vienna, Austria, 
came to the United States in 1906. 
On the day he arrived, he left his 
father and got a job in a small 
restaurant for $3 a week, carrying 
dirty dishes to the kitchen. 
His next job was as cook aboard 
a ship, but he left at the first 
chance and eventually found him- 
self at Lumberton, N. M. 
Manager’s Job. 
There, he approached an old 
Spanish hotel keeper, who said: 
“The only job open is that of 
manager.” . 

Hitz became manager —cleaning 
rooms, cooking for cowpunchers, 
sweeping floors. 

From there he went to Oklahoma 
City, where he started his climb up 
the hotel ladder. 

He managed hotels in Cleveland 
and Cincinnati before coming to 
New York as managing director of 
the Hotel New Yorker. He had 
been president since 1931. In 1932, 
he became president of the Na- 
tional Hotel Management Co., which 
operates hotels in seven cities. 

Succeeded in Project. 

When the New Yorker opened, 
the fact that the city did not need 
another hotel seemed obvious to 
many—in the face of shattered fi- 
nances—but Hitz was undeterred, 
and successful. 

Neither Hitz nor the Manage- 
ment company, ever owned or 
even leased a hotel property. They 
managed hotels on contract, us- 
ually a guaranteed fee, plus a per- 
centage of the profits. 

In 1915, Hitz married Myrtle 
Dahl, whose uncle had been Mayor 
of Fargo, N. D. She and a son, 
Ralph Jr., survive.

NASHVILLE DELEGATION HERE 
TO WATCH FIGHT ON SMOKE 


Facing Problem Like That of St. 
Louis; View Test Firings of 
Carbonized Coal. 


A delegation from Nashville, 
Tenn., headed by Smoke Inspector 
William Culbert, arrived in St. Louis 
today to observe the progress of 
the St. Louis campaign against 


smoke. A similar campaign is be- 
ing conducted in Nashville. 

Others in the party are: Dr. 
James M. Breckenridge, professor 
of chemistry at Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity and a member of the Nashville 
Smoke Commission; E. E. Wilson, 
vice-president of the Nashville Coal 
Co.; T. C. Young, a coal dealer 
and secretary of the Nashville 
Wholesale Association, and news- 
paper men. 

The delegation was met at Union 
Station by M. D. Curran and other 
representatives of the Coal Carbon- 
izing Co. of St. ouis, who conduct- 
ed the visitors to view test firings 
of carbonized fuel prepared from 
coal of the type burned in Nash- 
ville. The coal was shipped from 
a mine at Mannington, Ky,, to the 
Frankfort (III.) plaht of the Coal 
Carbonizing Co, and 20 bags of the 
resulting carbonized fuel is on hand 
at Forshaw of St. Louis, Inc., 112 
South Twelfth street, for the test. 

Dr. Breckenridge told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that Nash- 
ville’s problem was similar to that 
of St. Louis, involving the control 
of residential consumers using low- 
grade coal and lack of jurisdiction 
over industrial plants outside the 
city limits. Nashville has no ordi- 
nance requiring the washing of 
coal, or restricting the type of fuel 
that may be used. The city recent- 
ly distributed 50,000 books of in- 
struction on the firing of various 
grades of fuel.

Tennis In the United States Is at 


Open Play 
WouldAid 
The Sport 


Amateurs, Who Are Mak- 
ing Business of Game, 
Are \fraid of Money 
Stars, Pro Declares. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fia., Jan. 13 
(AP).—Open competition or revised 
interpretation of the amateur code 
of the United States Lawn Tennis 
Association are the only salvations 
of this game, professional Bruce 
Barnes said today. 

“Tennis in the United States is 
at the lowest ebb in its history,” 
the Austin (Tex.) veteran declared, 
“and unless the U. S. L. T. A. does 
something to rectify the situation 
i is headed for the ash heap.” 

“Fans are in a receptive mood 
and the game has all the possibili- 
ties of being one of the foremost 
sports of the country if it sets its 
house in order,” continued Barnes, 
who is here to coach a New York 
player for next week s Florida West 
Coast tournament. 

“The amateur tennis situation is 
fm a deplorable state, however. In 
my day as an amateur we went 
on the summer tennis tours, it is 
true, but today a number of the 
nation’s ranking amateurs make a 
i12-months business of tennis. 

“The situation is most distaste 
ful in view of the fact that many 
cities, as in the case of St. Peters- 
burg, schedule tournaments 
to find that many of the foremost 
players expected will not play, the 
usual excuse being that offers were 
not attractive enough.’ 

“And even though they’re mak- 
ing a business out of it, the so- 
called amateurs don't turn profes- 
sional because they realize they 
can't compete successfully with 
men like Budge, Perry, Vines, Til- 
den and other top-notch profes- 
sionals.

tack in basketball. First, in order 
to inaugurate a fast break, pos- 
session of the ball must be obtained. 
This necessitates rebound strength 
which will result from clever block- 
ing by tall defensive men. Second- 
ly, after obtaining possession of 
the ball as it rebounds from the 
backboard, the ball must be passed 
away from the basket and up 
the floor to a teammate. These out- 
let passes may be made to so-called 
safety zones located on the side- 
lines near mid-court into which 
teammates have deployed. Success 
of a fast break is dependent upon 
this pass being rapid and accurate. 
From this point the offensive men 
must run like lightning toward the 
other end of the ¢ourt moving 
the ball with as little delay as pos- 


sible. 
Fundamental Types. 
Of three fundamental types of 


fast break systems, the three-lane 
attack is the simplest and quickest 
due to the fact that the two for- 
wards and the center run straight 
down the floor making a minimum 
number of passes. The sideline 
fastbreak attack, as shown in dia- 
gram A, is not as fast but far 
safer. Interceptions with the re- 
sultant loss of the ball are neg- 
ligible, and this fact serves to com- 
pensate for the lack of speed. A 
good basic fast break is shown in 
diagram B. As the ball is retrieved 
from the backboard by Guard No. 
5, he passes to forward No. 2 near 
the sideline and near mid-court. 
No. 2, in turn, passes to the other 
forward, No. 1, who has cut across

‘ples of mutual consultation and 
non-intervention among the Amer- 
ican nations. 

He said that as a result of the 
Buenos Aires conference of 1936 
and the Panama neutrality con- 
ference of 1939, all nations of Amer- 
ica now held an obligation “to 
share, as a common .thing, the 
threats and dangers which any of 
them can suffer.” 

The doctrine, enunciated by Pres- 
ident Monroe in 1823 and upheld by 
subsequent presidents, is essential- 
ly that the United States opposes 
any non-American action encroach- 
ing on the independence of Amer- 
ican nations or the acquisition of 
control over additional territory in 


the Western Hemisphere by non- 
American Powers. 

“The Monroe Doctrine,” said 
Cardenas, “never was recognized, 
nor could it be, by Mexico or by 
the other nations of Spanish Amer- 
ica. It was solely the expression 
of a unilateral policy which the 
United States enunciated with the 
double objective of excluding the 
countries of Europe from this con- 
tinent and of defending its own in- 
terests in America. 

“The doctrine, badly interpreted 
and applied in a manner far from 
its original intentions, became 
sometimes a pretext for interven- 
tion.” 

He said that in Panama, where 
the neutrality belt around the 
Americas was decided on, “it was 
not the Monroe Doctrine that was 
accepted, but a doctrine which has 
totally excluded it and substituted 
for it the principle of American 


solidarity.”

| SENDS WEATHER 


MAPS TO PLANES 


New Machine Transmits From 
Aircraft to Ground 
Also. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13 (AP), 
The invention of a radio facsimile 
machine designed to deliver weath- 
er maps and other information to 
airlines in flight was announced 
last night by a former American 


naval officer, W. G. H. Finch. 

It is capable of reproducing 
sketches, typewritten orders and 
handwriting at a rate of about 150 
words a minute, and also can be 
used for plane-ground cqmmunica- 
tion in war time. 

While radio facsimile reproduc- 

tion between land stations is no 
longer a novelty, the device built 
by Finch is the first to employ both 
sending and receiving apparatus in 
an airplane. 
An officer of the inventor’s com- 
pany, Finch Tele-Communications, 
Inc., of Passaic, N. J., said the fac- 
simile machine was substantially 
static- proof. In the course of its 
development weather maps, storm 
warnings, wind velocities and other 
data were transmitted automatical- 
ly from the ground to planes in 
flight. 

The matter to be transmitted is 
clamped to a revolving drum, auto- 
matically synchronized with the 
drum of the receiving unit. Record- 
ing is done through a metal stylus 
into which current flows as radio 
signals are received. The stylus 
writes on a sensitized paper which 
changes chemically at those points 
where the curfent is applied.

Judge Hears Argument on Plea

Receiver for Union. 


An appeal by John P. Nick and 
Clyde A. Weston from an order is- 
sued last April by Circuit Judge Er- 
nest F. Oakley ousting them from 
control of motion picture machine 
operators’ local union No. 143, was 
taken under advisement yesterday 
by the St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
which heard arguments by counsel. 
Judge Oakley appointed temporary 
receivers for the union and now has 
under advisement the question of 
making the receivership permanent, 

Pa Dillon, representing Nick 
and Weston, contended that the Cir- 
cuit Court lacked authority to ap- 
point receivers for a voluntary 
association such! as a labor union. 
He referred to a recent decision of 
the Court of Appeals denying a re- 
ceivership for a church. Dillon ar- 
gued, further, that the union mem- 
bers who sued to oust Nick and 
Weston had failed to exhaust their 
remedies within the union, and that 
no property rights are involved. 

Munro Roberts, lawyer for a 
group of Local 143 members who 
intervened in the suit, declared he 
“held no brief for Nick or Weston,” 
but saw no reason for the receiver- 
ship. He suggested that if the re- 
ceivership were prolonged the pow- 
erful International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employes, of 
which Nick is first vice-president, 
might revoke the charter of Local 
143 and organize a new union here. 
Robert A. Roessel, counsel for the 
union members who are plaintiffs 
in the suit, declared that workers 
have a property right in their jobs 
and added that, “the time has come 
when the rank and file of labor 
must appeal to the courts for aid 
in stopping racketeering and the 
abuse of power.”

LaFollette Inquiry Turns to 
Large Operations in ‘South- 
ern California. 


LOS ‘ANGELES, Jan. 13 (AP).— 
The Senate Civil Liberties Commit- 
tee today went behind the labor 
iscenes of Southern California’s big 
agricultural industry which utilizes 
thousands of farm workers at the 
height of the fruit and vegetable 


harvests. 
Holmes Bishop, former president 


of the Associated Farmers of Cali- 
fornia, told the committee that 
more than 50,000 workers were re- 
quired in the State during the win- 
ter season and more than 130,000 


during the harvests. 

John Watson, president of the 
Associated Farmers, denied that 
large farm operators seek low 
wages for their workers. He ex- 
pressed belief that economic condi- 
tions rather than any surplus of 
immigrants brought about the 
State’s inability to absorb workers. 

Blames Business Conditions. 
Watson said the State had ab- 
sorbed 3,000,000 persons within the 
last 20 years and that its inability 
to care for the present influx was 
due to poor business conditions. 
Tm of the opinion,” Watson tes- 
tified, “that our continually em- 
ployed men are greater in number 
than the seasonably employed. Cali- 
fornia conditions are leveling out.” 
He said many migrant families 
settling down. and that Cali- 
fornia agriculture in some sections 
was getting away from situations 
where, during peak periods, chil- 
dren worked with their parents on 
crops, 

Fewer Absentee Landlords.

HE growth of chijdren is an 
Taue uncertain, astounding 
process, and it is better for us, 
who have to deal with them, not 
to see too much, not to hear too 
much, nor get too close to the 
process.

Rearing a 
child, however good, is a hard and 
thankless task at best, and the 
easier we go about it the better 
for everybody. . 
Children form in groups to 
gather experiences from each 
other. Often they are together an 
hour or more with only a few 
minutes of actual play. The rest 
of the time is taken up by ges- 


vestigation of each member of the 
group by every other member. 
“Let’s play house,” begins the 
session. 

“No. We'll play movies. O, 
yeah! Bandits! Huh. You couldn't 
be a bandit. Who says? You be 
the father and I'll be the mamma 
and you—Give me that stick. You 
hear? I had it first. Did your 
mother give you that or did you 
just take it? My father says you 
can’t use my wagon. Gwan, he 
did not. N you be the baby, and 
you can be the uncle. Where's 
my pistol? Who's got my pistol? 
It is so a pistol. . . It's only a 


tol if I say so, isn’t it?” 

Out of this shoving and hauling, 
shouting and yelling, interruption 
upon interruption, noise on noise, 
a game emerges for a few minutes. 
Then chaos again. In this seem- 
ing confusion rough words and 
rough action, bad manners, selfish- 
ness and ill-used force abound, 
and the too watchful, too regard- 
ful parent is in for a bad time. 

“Tommy, don’t you play with 
him.

They teach 
each other more effectively than 
we can teach them in matters of 
everyday importance like consid- 
eration of others, sharing, helping, 
truth telling. They call each other 
sharply to account for any breach 
of the code, and they have a code.

They enter the next stage of 
growth where more co-operative 
play is demanded. They are pre- 
paring for team play. After that 
the play merges into work, and 
they are well on their way to 
maturity.

Listen and watch, and speak only 
when you notice some inappropri- 
ate action becoming habitual.
